stood him. aud were convinced of the 
necessity of following the f ood ad* 
ministration’* orders, of saving and 
substituting food and tho* aiding to 
win the war for democracy.

four time* as much a* was needed by 
its own inhabitants. 
Four times a- 
much meat wa* produced in M inne­ 
sota as was consumed by its people 
Because of the large surplus in M in n ­ 
esota, much wa.* expected 
of 
this 
state. 
The 
production 
of potatoes had 
been large last year. 
Children eating 
a pound of potatoes daily, and adults 
eating a pound and a half, would do 
much for the cause of food conserva­ 
tion. thus releasing a great equiva­ 
lent in wheat, as a pound of potatoes 
was equal to a pound and a quarter 
of wheat. 
The object of the food ad m inistrat­ 
or was to make the supply of food go 
around, to get the food to those who 
needed it and in the form required. 
Dark bread should be eaten. 
In 
normal times, France, Ita ly and B e l­ 
gium produces 
but half the bread 
they required. 
W a r to «k many from 
the fields of agriculture. 
The h a r­ 
vest this year was short many m il­ 
lions of bushels. 
There was enough 
wheat in the world to feed all if prop 
erly distributed. 
The Allies did not 
have the ships and the time to make 
the long haul of wheat from India, 
the Argentine and A ustralia to sup­ 
ply their needs and so depended on 
the United States, their nearest neigh­ 


bor. 
There was no ,-hortage of food 
in the United State*.
